God  is  Consciousness. 


God  is  the  Real,  the  Life,  and  Light, 

Resting  in  Love,  from  Spirit  source, 
His  Breath  is  known  by  hidden  sight, 

As  Wisdom-power  and  Spirit-force. 

Immortal  Life  gleams  forth  for  Aye, 
From  ether's  glorious  stream  of  Light, 

Where  shineth  God's  eternal  day, 

So  deep  within  earth's  shadowy  night.

With  power  from  God's  eternal  Breath, 

While  error  learns  the  glad  refrain

MAN  has  ever  been  asking  who  and  what  is  God  ?  The  "  blind 
guides "  of  the  Church,  to  cover  their  ignorance,  tell  us 
solemly,  that  God  cannot,  even  to  the  slightest  extent,  be  known  by 
man.  They  have  assumed  first  that  man  is  totally  depraved,  and 
failing  to  support  this  before  the  conscience  of  mankind,  they  fall 
back  upon  their  last  stand,  the  finiteness  of  man ;  and  countless 
millions  have  gone  down  to  death  with  the  blind  conviction  that  they 
must  not  look  too  closely  into  the  Life  essence  of  One,  whom  they 
have  been  taught  to  regard  as  the  imperial  Monarch  of  the  Universe. 

It  is  an  important  matter  to  know,  if  man  in  his  totality,  is  finite, 
or,  if  the  Higher  Self,  is,  or  can  be,  one  with  the  Father  in  infinity. 
Man,  in  his  lower  personality,  is  certainly  finite  in  the  realm  of  desire  ; 
yet  man,  even  on  Earth,  may  grasp  intellectually,  if  not  intuitively 
and  spiritually,  the  fact  that  he  is  a  union  of  self-desire  and  Con- 
sciousness. The  writer  will  not  enlarge  upon  the  mental  realm  of 
desire,  as  the  reader  can  well  trace  out  the  different  paths  concretely 
for  himself. 

Every  living  thing  on  earth  is  conscious,  but  man  is  touched  by 
a  higher  state,  known  as  Consciousness  in  the  realm  of  self-conscious, 
or  abstract  mind,  with  a  quickening  power  to  reason  from  cause  to 
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effect ;  yet  man  now,  even  at  his  best,  is  limited  by  his  egotism  and 
selfishness,  which  prescribe  the  present  limitations  of  his  soul  ascen- 
sion to  his  spiritual  Consciousness,  and  this  is  made  apparent  by  the 
fact  that  body  and  soul  life  seems  to  be  as  far  as  the  Church,  failing 
more  fully  to  interpret  the  mystic  or  Spirit  side  of  Scripture,  can 
carry  the  intellect  of  man. 

The  Power  from  God's  eternal  breath  is  quickening,  by  spiritual 
intuition,  the  abstract  intellect  of  man,  until  a  few  spiritual  minds 
no  longer  beg  the  question  ;  but,  by  the  Path  of  spiritual  mental  toil, 
have  come  to  know  that  Immortal  Life  is  now  a  Reality  in  man's 
eternal  Consciousness. 

There  are  a  few  that  have  knowledge  of  the  "  Straight  Path  " 
which  few  find  on  the  earth,  that  showeth  the  Way  to  Immortal 
Life,  and  who  also  know  with  St.  Paul,  that  their  Higher  Self,  being- 
one  in  Spirit  with  God,  must  be  indestructable  and  also  infinite  in  its 
divine  unity  with  the  spiritized  essence  of  God's  Life  ;  although  no  one 
on  earth  can  permanently  function  in  the  wisdom  Consciousness  of 
their  own  Spirit,  where  the  past,  present  and  future  are  one  and  insepa- 
rable in  God's  Book  of  Life.  We  may  not  fathom  the  Great  Breath 
ocean,  yet  we  dare  to  stand  on  its  shore  and  bathe  our  feet  in  its 
flowing  tide,  and  even  dare  to  taste  spiritually  of  its  waters,  as  kings 
and  priests  unto  God  ;  and  from  the  time  of  Jesus,  until  now  a  few 
honest  souls  have,  like  Nicodemus,  stolen  away  from  orthodoxy  by 
night,  to  strive  to  come  in  touch  with  the  Path  that  leadeth  unto  this 
Immortal  Life ;  to  the  hidden  well  of  the  living  Christ. 

The  emotional  crowd  look  for  an  emotional  religion,  and  imagine 
that  they  have  found  the  "  Narrow  Path "  in  such  religion  ;  and 
honest  souls,  really  think  that  they  have  found  the  Christ  of  self- 
sacrifice  and  compassion,  when,  in  fact,  their  religion  is  largely  below 
the  diaphragm,  that  child-like,  ever  moves  them  on  the  path  of  self- 
desire  for  a  personal  reward. 

They  illusively  imagine  that  they  have  compassed  the  "  hidden" 
Path,  when  emotional  religion  is  the  first  step  to  Spiritual  Life,  and 
like  the  sleepy  disciples,  it  is  doubtful  if  they  could  even  watch  one 
hour  in  a  spiritual  "  meditation,"  but  would  from  weakness  of  faith 
forsake  the  Master  at  the  hour  of  sacrificial  Love. 

They  forget  the  words  of  Jesus,  that  "  the  wind  bloweth  where  it 
listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
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it  cometh  nor  whither  it  goeth,  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the 
Spirit."  Emotional  religion,  a  lower  creative  force,  is  doubtless  of 
the  same  origin  as  sex  desire,  and  having  the  same  effect  in  view,  the 
gratification  of  self-desire. 

All  sin  is  conceived  in  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  wherein  in  the  sense 
of  separateness  is  childishly  conceived  this  desire  of  a  self-reward,  and 
herein  lies  a  spiritual  sin,  for  sin  is  selfishness  ;  hence  these  people 
cannot  know  Christ,  for  Christ  is  sacrificial  Compassion  flowing  unto 
us  from  the  Breath  of  God. 

While  these  "  blind  guides  "  tell  us  simply  of  body  and  soul,  they 
cannot  deny  that  "  the  Word  of  the  Lord  is  sharper  than  a  two-edged 
sword,  even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  body,  soul  and  Spirit  ; "  yet 
what  do  they  know  of  Spirit  ?  No  more  than  Nicodemus  of  old. 
So  that  we  must  speak  in  all  charity,  knowing  that  the  Spirit  wind 
bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  that  now,  as  of  old,  the  Master  doth  go 
among  publicans  and  sinners,  the  weak  and  the  "  little  ones "  of 
earth,  who  do  not,  to  learn  of  the  true  Way,  have  to  unlearn  a  cast- 
iron  theological  creed. 

It  is  but  natural  that  materialistic  christians,  not  having  come  in 
touch  with  the  Light  of  Immortal  Life,  will  doubt  like  the  disciple 
Thomas  whatever  does  not  look  rational  to  their  present  state  of 
consciousness,  and  if  they  cannot  know  personally,  then  they  refuse 
to  believe  ;  yet  the  Master  saith,  "  blessed  are  they  who  have  not  seen 
and  yet  have  believed." 

I  believe  it  is  a  fact  that  we  must  have  faith  to  believe  before  we 
can  know,  and  herein  lies  the  difference  on  the  path  of  abstract 
Spiritual  Life  and  the  concrete  investigating  path  of  objective  Life. 
We  know  that  the  scholar  learns  the  most  who  has  faith  in  the  word 
of  the  schoolmaster.  It  may  be  answered  that  the  scholar  can 
verify  a  fact  in  mathematical  science,  but  he  cannot  do  so  until  his 
consciousness  "  knows  "  it,  and  doubt  and  inactivity  could  keep  him 
forever  in  the  sloth  of  ignorance ;  certain  it  is  that  we  have  this  also 
from  the  lips  of  the  Master,  that  "  thy  faith  hath  saved  thee,"  even 
to  the  touching  of  the  hem  of  His  garment.  Faith,  childlike  faith, 
is  the  first  step  on  the  Path  of  spiritual  intuition,  and  spiritual 
intuition  is  the  twilight  Path  to  spiritual  Consciousness.  Spiritual 
Consciousness  can  Reveal  a  Glimpse  of  immortal  Life  to  the 
brain  or  mind-memory  of  earth  life,  by  the  Path  of  spiritual  medi- 
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tation  on  abstract  Truth,  but  there  must  be  a  faith  that  Conscious- 
ness is  a  fact  as  relating  to  God  and  Light,  a  fact  as  relating  to  the 
"  other  Life,"  also  the  spiritual  child,  must  live  the  Life  and  be  filled 
with  compassion  toward  all  earth-life,  and  live  to  some  extent,  self- 
less, under  the  law  of  spiritual  sacrifice  and  absolutely  must  master 
by  the  aid  of  Spirit-will,  a  wandering  concrete  mind  filled  with  self- 
desire,  which,  once  stirred  by  spiritual-mental  activity  will,  for  a  time, 
continually  cast  up  mire  and  dirt. 

The  writer  has  issued  a  book  of  poems,  called  the  "  Inner  Light  " 
to  a  few  friends  and  the  libraries.  A  very  few,  as  of  old,  have 
answered,  "  when  I  have  a  more  convenient  season  I  wish  to  talk 
with  you  alone,  and  try  to  come  in  touch  with  the  inner  Conscious- 
ness of  the  Quaker  faith,"  but  many  say,  "why  do  you  not  tell  what 
you  mean  and  come  where  people  can  understand  you,"  therefore  I 
write  now  in  prose,  for  this  purpose. 

A  poet  has  said,  "  know  thyself,"  and  the  scripture  saith,  "  if  ye 
love  not  man  whom  ye  have  seen,  how  can  ye  love  God  whom  ye 
have  not  seen,"  and  since  God  is  love,  we  cannot  know  of  God,  nor  yet 
man,  unless  we  love  both  with  an  intense  love,  taking  all  Nature  as 
the  offspring  of  one  sweet  Mother,  loathing  nothing,  and  not  desiring 
to  kill,  as  every  monad  of  life  is  passing  through  its  present  con- 
dition for  its  graded  experience  of  Life  eternal. 

"Know  thyself,"  for  we  are  told  that  man  is  an  epitome  of  the 
universe,  and  to  know  one's  self,  body,  soul  and  Spirit,  is  to  know  the 
universe.  Do  you  still  ask,  gentle  reader,  "  what  do  you  mean  ? " 
Then  I  will  now  write  after  the  manner  of  men,  state  a  proposition, 
and  show  the  Light,  theoretically,  at  least,  to  souls  not  having  come 
in  touch,  at  any  time,  with  the  immortal  Life. 

God  is  Consciousness  and  the  divine  Love  of  all  Conscious- 
ness, baptized  in  spiritual  unity,  and  considered  apart  from  desire. 

"  I  am  the  Way,  the  Truth  and  the  Life,"  three  synonyms  of  the 
"  Inner  Life,"  that  man  in  sensual  darkness  cannot  understand. 

Consciousness  is  Spirit,  and  man  is  Spirit  linked  with 
desire  on  earth  in  the  sense  of  separateness.  St.  Paul  declares  that 
he  "had  fought  the  good  fight;"  which  was  the  Spirit  of  man,  one 
with  God,  prevailing  over  self-desire. 

Consciousness  is  Life  and  immortal  Life  is  the  Breath  of 
God.    And  why  this  God,  which  can  also  be  named  Compassion, 


should  "limit"  himself  to  create  sentient  life  on  the  earth,  is  an 
eternal  mystery;  why  he  should  "limit"  himself  as  the  mother  limits 
her  mind  to  the  infant  for  which  she  has  suffered  in  patient  physical 
sacrifice,  is  to  us  not  known,  except  that  we  might  be  thrown  into 
earth-life  to  learn  and  suffer,  that  we  might  be  individualized  in  earth 
experience,  and  to  know  that  objective  form-life  is  illusion  and  not 
reality,  and  that  we  might  return,  as  sovereign  children,  yet  one  in 
love  and  unity  of  Spirit  with  the  Father.  The  whole  superstructure 
of  Christianity  rests  on  the  fact  that  spiritual  Life  now  is,  and  that 
men  can  come  in  touch  with  it  during  earth-life  as  at  Pentecost,  and 
if  this  be  not  so,  then  the  whole  christian  fabric  falls  to  the  ground  ; 
yet  the  "  blind  guides  "  hold  out  no  hope  oi  coming  in  touch  with  the 
immortal  Life  until  after  death,  although  Moses  saw  the  burning- 
bush,  and  standing  upon  Mount  Sinai,  talked  with  God  and  received 
the  law;  the  child  Samuel  "touched"  the  kingdom  of  Life,  that  was 
forbidden  to  the  priest  Eli.  Elijah  foreknew  the  future  and  was 
given  the  power  of  even  life  and  death,  and  his  occult  mantle  also 
fell  upon  Elisha.  Paul  also  saw  Jesus  in  the  spiritized  Ether,  and 
heard  his  voice  at  his  conversion,  and  tells  us  plainly  : 

"  I  knew  a  man  (himself)  in  Christ  above  fourteen  years  ago, 
(whether  in  the  body,  I  cannot  tell,  or  whether  out  of  the  body,  I 
cannot  tell,  God  knoweth)  such  an  one  caught  up  to  the  third 
heaven.  How  that  he  was  caught  up  into  paradise  and  heard  un- 
speakable words  which  it  is  not  lawful  for  a  man  to  utter."  [2nd  Cor. 
Chap.  12  ;  v.  2-4-7.]  Again  1st  Cor.  Chap.  3  :  16  :  "Know  ye  not 
that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God  and  the  Spirit  of  God  (Higher  Self) 
dwelleth  in  you?"  and  again  Romans  16:  25  :  "Now  to  him  that 
is  of  Power  to  establish  you  according  to  my  gospel  and  the  preach- 
ing of  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  the  revelation  of  the  mystery 
which  was  kept  secret  since  the  world  began."  A  mystery,  kept 
forever  secret  from  "blind  guides"  and  a  sensuous  people.  Again 
1st  Cor.  2:9:  "Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  hath  it 
entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared 
for  them  that  love  him."  Now  this  was  no  guess-work  with  Paul,  who 
had  come  in  touch,  in  earth  life,  with  the  mystery  of  the  immortal 
spiritual  Life  that  interpenetrates  the  air  of  earth  ;  yet  Paul  was 
made  very  humble  in  the  spiritual  Path  of  suffering  and  sacrifice  ; 
and  further  declares,  "  and  lest  I  should  be  exalted  above  measure, 
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through  the  abundance  of  the  revelations,  there  was  given  to  me  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh."    2nd  Cor.  12:7. 

Paul  was  a  mystic  and  came  in  touch  with  spiritual  life  Con- 
sciousness, or  the  consciousness  of  immortal  Life,  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  fact  from  the  moment  of  conversion  ;  yet  orthodoxy  to-day  fights 
mysticism,  even  as  the  orthodox  Jews  bitterly  fought  it  at  the  time  of 
Christ  ;  for  we  are  told  that  the  national  convention  of  the  Methodist 
church,  held  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  in  1904,  took  especial  pains  to 
condemn,  in  a  resolution,  the  mystic  side  of  religion  ;  just  as  though 
vicarious  atonement  must  needs  fear  Light,  Life,  Love  and  Truth. 

What  is  man  in  his  totality  ?  Who  can  tell  ?  Why  do  we  not 
know  more  of  his  faculties  ?  Is  it  because  we  are  spiritually  lazy,  or 
selfish,  or  both  ? 

When  my  earth  friends,  now  living  hundreds  of  miles  away,  come 
to  me  in  an  astral  body  ;  when  I  see  them  and  hear  them  speak  an 
intelligent  message,  why  should  I  not  quicken  spiritually,  and  believe 
that  man  is  fearfully  and  wonderfully  made,  and  seek  to  know  more 
of  man's  eternal  existence,  subjective  as  well  as  objective. 

To  love,  is  to  know ;  and  if  we  love  man  deeply  we  shall  more 
intelligently  know  him,  and  thus  by  a  "  sliding  scale  "  love  and  know 
more  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  Jesus  knew  that  the  Higher  Self,  or 
Spirit,  that  goes  to  the  Father  who  gave  it,  was  sinless,  hence  he 
bowed  to  the  spirit  of  sacrifice,  and  said,  "  Father  forgive  them  for 
they  (the  lower  personality)  know  not  what  they  do."  So  let  us 
examine  man  and  see  if  we  can,  to  an  extent,  love  and  know  God. 
Alan,  according  to  Scripture,  is  certainly,  to  say  the  least,  a  triad  being, 
composed  of  body,  soul  and  Spirit  ;  not  merely  a  totally  depraved 
worm  of  the  dust,  but  earth  beneath  and  heaven  above,  or  the  Higher 
Self,  one  with  the  Father  in  Secret.  So  let  us  examine  man  and 
see  if  he  must  necessarily  wait  until  after  death  to  come  in  touch 
with  immortal  Life  ;  that,  in  the  shape  of  Spiritual  Electric  Ether 
can,  wre  are  told,  interpenetrate  our  earth  atmosphere,  and  even  the 
nervous  force  of  some  spiritual  men,  so  as  to  bring  them  in  touch  to 
a  slight  extent  at  least,  with  the  immortal  spiritual  Consciousness, 
while  yet  upon  the  earth.  The  writer  may  say,  at  this  time,  that  in 
his  human  judgment,  it  is  the  interpenetrability  of  Spirit  with  matter 
that  reflects  a  perpetual  guarantee  of  the  eternal  endurance  of  the 
immortal  Life. 
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The  ordinary,  or  lower  consciousness  of  man,  is  sensual  or 
objective-mental,  so  as  to  come  in  touch  with  earth  or  physical  life. 
We  need  not  enlarge  upon  this  state.  Most  men  fully  realize  it  and 
glory  in  it,  deeming  that  there  is  no  other  state,  and  even  guage  the 
sanity  of  man  with  the  fact  that  he  must  be  ever  found  in  this  state 
of  consciousness,  whose  source  is  materialistic  and  must  ultimately 
end  in  death.  The  most  " practical"  of  men  in  this  state  will  say  of 
immortal  Life,  that  no  one  has  been  there  and  came  back  to  tell  us 
(meaning  them)  of  another  life,  hence  there  is  no  other  life,  hence 
death  ends  all. 

The  "  spiritual  man"  does  not  wonder  that  "they"  do  not  come 
back  to  them,  who  live  in  the  "  hog  trough  "  of  life,  and  he  often 
hestitates  whether  to  answer  such  a  man  according  to,  or  not  accord- 
ing to  his  folly.  Today,  thanks  to  the  "  blind  guides  "  these  "  realists  " 
are  in  the  majority,  in  the  church  and  out  of  it,  else  why  are  they 
afraid  of  death,  and  become  a  mob,  deaf  to  the  cry  of  others  when 
death  seems  close  at  hand.  One  would  think  that  they  would  but 
joy  to  see  that  heaven  that  they  have  been  praying  for  so  long  ;  but 
no,  they  do  not  know  what  immortal  Life  really  is,  thanks  again  to 
their  " guides,"  hence  they  are  afraid;  yet  the  time  will  surely  come, 
after  the  spiritual  pioneers,  have  in  neglect  and  persecution,  sowed 
the  seed  of  a  true  knowledge  of  the  immortal  Life,  that  any  one  of 
these  self-same  materialists  will  be  truly  classed  as  a  spiritual  dunce. 

The  second  state  of  consciousness  in  man  is  desire  mental,  and  it 
is  in  this  state  that  most  of  our  honest  christians  live  and  die. 

We  might  separate  this  desire-state  of  consciousness  into  a  lower 
and  upper  strata.  The  lower  is  of  the  same  type  of  desire  with  the 
animal  world,  where  the  mind  is  as  passive  as  a  looking-glass  moved 
to  and  fro  by  objective  life,  the  apparent  victim  of  what  appears  to 
be  "  necessity,"  but  where  the  soul  is  really  limited  by  the  darkness 
of  spiritual  ignorance. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon  this  state,  except  to  say  that 
the  most  spiritual  person  passed  through  it,  at  least,  during  the  early 
time  when  they  lived  and  thought  as  a  child ;  but  the  upper  strata  is 
the  abode  of  many  of  us  today,  especially  christian  book-worms  who 
dogmatically  dream  that  the  Way  to  the  higher  state  of  spiritual 
Consciousness  is  by  a  certain  intellectual  consciousness  in  their  sense 
of  separateness,  veneered  by  a  passive  spirituality  that  exists  for  self, 
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Avhile  the  soul  refuses  to  pass  the  boundaries  of  its  fenced-in  creed, 
or  even  to  see  the  hidden  truths  of  its  own  faith  ;  not  realizing  the 
fact,  certain  and  sure,  that  we  must  each  become  as  a  Spiritual 
Child,  or  we  cannot  enter  the  higher  state  of  Consciousness 
that  may  open  to  the  view  of  soul-memory  a  personal  assurance  on 
earth  of  immortal  Life.  This  is  the  Jesus-Way,  to  unlearn  the 
dogmatism  the  church  has  taught  us,  and  to  truly  pass  into  the 
divine  unity  of  Consciousness. 

The  upper  strata  of  the  desire-life  in  its  highest  mood,  is  where 
even  the  most  of  those  true  spiritual  children  of  the  "  Father  in 
secret  "  are  perforce  content  to  live  the  greater  part  of  their  life  in 
the  flesh,  yet  have  the  conscious  joy  of  being  transiently  over- 
shadowed by  the  Spirit-wisdom  or  spiritual  abstract  Mind. 

It  is  by  this  Abstract  Mind  that  man  becomes  self-conscious, 
and  the  power  of  the  world  today  is  due  to  the  fact  that  abstract 
Spirit-wisdom-mind,  can  and  does  reach  down  to  give  man  greater 
strength,  on  the  sensual-mental  or  objective  plane  of  physical  earth-life. 

Man  has  not  as  yet  used  this  power  of  reasoning  from  cause  to 
effect,  which  animals  do  not  possess,  to  rationally  come  in  touch  with 
immortal  Life,  and  strictly,  the  reason  is  that  spiritual  investigators 
generally  have  ever  started  from  a  wrong  premise,  dreaming  that 
spiritual  Life  could  not  be  known  except  by  the  visual  sight  of  earth  ; 
and  the  writer  is  constrained  to  say  that  many  clairvoyants  do  not 
know  that  they  can  see  just  as  well  with  the  physical  eyes  shut  as 
open.  The  reason  is  plain.  Fascinated  by  psychic  phenomena  the 
mind  is  dazzled,  and  being  used  to  seeing  with  visual  eyesight  with 
the  eyes  open,  a  pyschic  person  keeps  on  in  the  old  rut,  and  they  or 
the  world  is  no  wiser  for  the  Truth  ;  but  abstract  mind  when  not 
charmed  by  the  purely  psychic  side  of  immortal  Life  will  begin  to 
consciously  study  its  new  environment  and  then  it  finds  that  it  can 
see  in  the  ether  by  spiritual  mental  sight. 

Millions  of  spiritual  souls  have  lived  and  died  without  touching 
the  immortal  Life  while  on  earth,  in  spite  of  prayerful  hope  to  do  so, 
that  they  might  know  that  "  departed  ones  "  still  lived.  They  did 
not  start  upon  any  premise,  because  the  carnal  mind  with  its  sensual- 
objective  life  is  not  a  basis  for  any  premise  at  all. 

Another  reason  why  man  has  not  used  abstract  mind  to  investi- 
gate spiritual  Life,  is  that  man  has  not,  upon  the  start  of  his  investi- 
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gations,  really  believed  that  immortal  Life  was  a  fact.  Man  has 
worshipped  God,  and  hoped  for  Life  immortal,  and  yet  has  doubted  in 
his  heart,  ever  asking,  "  how  can  these  things  be  ?  "  and  it  is  perfectly 
natural  to  do  this,  and  no  man  ought  to  believe  until  a  matter  looks 
reasonable  ;  but  the  trouble  is  we  do  not  desire  to  remain  neutral  as 
judge  or  jury,  so  as  to  at  least  intellectually  weigh  the  Truth  ;  but 
we  must  forsooth  be  at  once  negative,  and  not  having  seen  the  Light 
of  spiritual  Life  we  must,  like  a  doubting  Thomas,  say  in  our  hearts, 
while  we  profess  with  our  lips,  "  I  will  not  believe." 

Man,  in  a  purely  desire-intellectual  state  of  consciousness,  is  not 
sure  of  anything  except  of  the  law  of  mathematics.  His  abstract 
mind  tells  him  that  even  form  life  is  evanescent,  and  the  fact  that 
abstract  mind  cannot  spiritually  overshadow  the  so-called  "intel- 
lectual," so  as  to  touch  the  so-called  "  brain-memory  "  of  the  earthly 
personality  and  tell  the  earth  man  what  the  "  Spirit-soul "  really  is. 
I  say  the  fact,  or  reason,  I  believe,  is  because  the  Spirit-wisdom-mind, 
cannot  free  the  intellectual  consciousness  of  the  lower  personality 
from  self-desire,  and  hence  cannot  fully  overshadow  it.  "  Over- 
shadow "  is  the  best  word  I  now  find  to  use,  yet  it  does  not  fully 
express  the  meaning  I  wish,  consequent  upon  the  knowledge  I 
have  received  by  coming  in  touch  with  the  "  other  Life,"  yet  I 
humbly  confess  that  I  have  "  touched  It "  only  as  a  child  who  has  at 
times  just  seen  the  ocean  at  a  distance,  and  then  to  see  it  suddenly 
fade  from  sight. 

Spiritual  Consciousness  is  a  fact.  "  It  Is  "  and  is  eternally. 
It  is  the  "  I  Am  "  force  of  the  universe.  It  is  the  Spirit-wisdom- 
mind,  wherein  the  past,  present  and  future  are  one  and  indivisible, 
and  that  is  the  reason  why  spiritual  Consciousness  can  certainly 
reveal  the  future. 

The  writer  at  times  has  personally  come  momentarily  in  touch 
with  this  Power  of  God.  I  related  this  fact  in  1904  to  the  late 
Mary  A.  Livermore,  who,  thank  God  "  believed  ; "  yes,  and  knew  of 
the  "  other  Life,"  for  twice  in  her  life  she  went  in  sickness  to  the 
gate  of  death,  came  in  "  touch,"  and  knew  in  what  and  "  whom  "  she 
believed. 

Said  Mrs.  Livermore,  "the  other  Life  seems  to  overlap  this  life," 
and  "  truth  steals  in  at  the  back  door,  it  never  comes  up  to  the  front 
door  of  a  church  with  a  brass  band." 


The  writer  knows,  what  men  of  intellect  may  doubt,  that  Spirit- 
mental  toil  on  abstract  truth,  is  infinitely  harder  and  feeds  faster  upon 
a  man's  reserve  vitality,  than  any  so-called  intellectual  discipline 
required  to  take  a  college  course,  not  even  excepting  "  the  theological 
course,"  which  has  never  produced  a  Moses,  Samuel,  Peter  or  Paul, 
with  their  spiritual  or  occult  (hidden)  power,  and  never  will  until  the 
Christ  or  "  Word  "  does  not  have  to  turn  to  publicans  and  sinners  to 
keep  its  foothold  on  the  earth. 

The  Way  of  Light,  Life,  Love  and  Truth  has  never  since  creation 
forsaken  the  earth,  and  never  will ;  although  its  home  is  not  usually 
found  in  orthodoxy,  whether  Jewish  or  Christian. 

The  question  may  arise,  what  are  the  forms  of  spiritual  Life  and 
in  what  manner  do  they  come  ? 

Forms  of  Immortal  Life. 

The  forms  of  immortal  Life  are  composed  of  astral  matter,  that 
are  quickened  by  spiritized  electricity  under  the  law  of  vibration,  just 
as  physical  life  is  controlled  by  the  law  of  motion  ;  and  we  are  told 
that  these  spiritual  forms  can  interpenetrate  our  atmosphere. 

Those  who  see  and  know  find  comfort,  at  least,  in  the  following 
attestations  of  scripture  : 

"  Then  I  beheld,  and  lo  a  likeness  as  the  appearance  of  fire  :  from 
the  appearance  of  his  loins  even  downward,  fire  ;  and  from  his  loins 
even  upward,  as  the  appearance  of  brightness,  as  the  color  of  amber." 
Ezekiel  8  :  2. 

"  At  midday,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a  light  from  heaven,  above 
the  brightness  of  the  sun,  shining  round  about  me  and  them  which 
journeyed  with  me."    Acts  26  :  13. 

"  And  when  they  were  come  up  out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  caught  away  Phillip,  but  Phillip  was  found  at  Azotus." 
Acts  8  :  39-40. 

Voices  from  Immortal  Life. 

"  And  after  the  earthquake  a  fire  ;  but  the  Lord  was  not  in  the 
fire,  and  after  the  fire  a  still  small  voice." 

"And,  behold,  there  came  a  voice  unto  him,  and  said,  '  what  doest 
thou  here,  Elijah  ?'  "    Ezekiel  19:  12-13. 
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At  Paul's  Conversion. 

"And  I  said,  who  art  thou,  Lord?  And  he  said,  I  am  Jesus 
whom  thou  persecutest."    Acts  26  :  15. 

"And  the  men  which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless,  hear- 
ing a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man."    Acts  9  :  7. 

Certain  it  is  that  those  who  are  afraid  of  "ghosts"  can  be  at 
once  undeceived.  Certain  it  is,  O  frightened  child,  that  you  will  not 
see  a  "ghost"  in  the  visual  atmosphere;  and  rest  assured  that  the 
loving  legions  of  the  Father  will  not  let  you  be  distressed  by  a  sight 
of  "ghosts,"  for  abstract  Mind  controls  the  universe,  and  you  will 
not  be  allowed  to  occultly  see  or  hear  faster  than  you  are  able  to  bear 
the  Light  and  Truth,  unless  you  foolishly  try  to  touch  "psychic 
dynamite"  ere  you  are  spiritually  prepared  to  investigate  its  force. 

Those  who  first  really  see  an  earth-bound  spirit,  apparently  in  the 
air,  can  test  its  genuiness  by  trying  to  see  it  with  the  eyes  closed,  as 
they  can  also  be  there  seen  in  spiritized  electric  ether.  I  know  this 
to  be  a  truth  and  must  stand  for  it,  even  though  the  wiseacres  of 
earthly  wisdom  bring  forward  the  cry  of  mental  hallucination. 

Orthodox  Hebrews  accused  the  Master  of  being  possessed  with  a 
"  devil,"  because  he  cast  out  devils.  Paul  was  accused  of  being 
beside  himself  and  mad  over  his  occult  conversion,  which  no  orthodox 
or  emotionally  religious  christian  dare  to  deny,  because  it  is  in  the 
Bible.  The  protestant  materialism  of  the  nineteenth  century  would 
have  rejected  this  "  occult  conversion  "  long  ago,  had  it  been  found 
even  in  the  Apochrapha. 

The  Immortal  State  is  simply  a  state  of  spiritual-mental  Con- 
sciousness, just  as  the  physical  or  objective  life-state  is  a  state  of 
sensual-mental  consciousness,  and  man  can  on  earth  be  conscious  of 
the  fact  of  immortal  Life,  when  his  abstract  mind  can  repose  spirit- 
ually in  a  certain  unity  with  the  Universal  Consciousness  where 
the  Higher  Self,  can  intuitively  know  that  its  hour  of  annihilation 
will  never  strike. 

The  average  man  is  loth  to  believe  that  his  soul  can  roll  unto 
itself,  and  find  another  state  of  consciousness  not  included  in  objective 
life,  or  the  psychic  desire  state  of  the  soul,  and  when  he  shuts  his 
eyes  in  repose  in  the  darkness  of  the  night  and  looks  into  the  ether, 
there  is  nothing  for  his  soul  but  everlasting  darkness,  and  he  cannot 
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believe  that  there  is  a  spiritual  Consciousness  awaiting  him  there. 
He  no  doubt  is  content  to  remain  as  he  is,  for  as  Emerson  says: 
"  Nature  applies  her  poppies  to  the  bruise." 

"Reflection,"  says  the  wise  Buddha,  "is  the  Path  of  Immoiv 
tality/'  and  David  gives  the  abstract  mind  a  hint  of  the  "  key  "  in 
the  first  Psalm ;  while  Jesus  plainly  tells  us,  "  The  Father  in  Me 
and  I  in  you." 

Great  is  the  mystery  of  Spirit  power  in  the  universe. 

"  Behold  I  shew  unto  you  a  mystery.  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but 
shall  all  be  changed.  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye, 
when  the  last  trump,  etc."     I  Cor.  15  :  51. 

Many  are  spiritually  asleep,  until  the  trump  of  death  shall  awake 
them  from  sensual  desire.  A  few  know  in  whom  they  believe  ;  yet 
in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  we  are  told,  all  shall  sit  in  judgment  for 
an  instant  upon  their  earth-life ;  shall  know  the  why  and  retire  into 
subjective  rest. 

"Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  kingdom  of  God  (Life)." 
Mark  4  :  11. 

There  you  may  stand  in  awe  of  the  deep  mystery  of  the  "  Word," 
or  the  Christ,  that  quickeneth  the  soul  to  a  spiritual  Life  immortal. 
The  "  Word  "  that  reposes  next  to  God,  a  touch  of  which  reveals  the 
selfless  salvation  of  the  soul,  saved  from  the  illusion  of  separateness. 

There  is  a  "key"  that  may  unlock  the  portals  to  immortal  Life, 
and  the  writer  willingly  reveals  it ;  yet  the  most  of  us,  like  the 
"  eunuch  "  of  old,  must  have  a  teacher  to  be  able  to  use  it.  The 
"  key  "is  "  The  Divine  Unity  of  Consciousness/'  or  "  the  divine 
Love  of  all  Consciousness  in  unity,"  which  by  the  aid  of  Spirit-will 
will  bring  the  mind  to  a  pivotal  centre  of  spiritual  rest,  where  in 
spiritual  meditation  one  cannot  think  of  himself  as  a  separate  entity 
from  divine  Love  energy. 

An  auxiliary  "key"  is  "spiritual  Light  in  the  head."  These 
"  keys,"  however,  must  be  used  in  spiritual  mental  concentration  and 
meditation  by  the  aid  of  "  Spirit-will,"  which  alone  will  keep  you 
abstractly  on  the  Path  of  spiritual  Consciousness.  When  this  is 
once  obtained,  the  soul  will  have  the  joyful  knowledge  of  having  con- 
quered death. 

Listen  on  the  Path  and  be  not  deceived  by  psychic  illusions. 
The  tempter  is  there  also  to  capture  the  soul  from  the  path  of 


Compassion  and  sacrifice  where  spiritual  meditation  is  the  Way  to 
the  Truth  and  the  Life. 

The  first  step  is  physical  and  mental  relaxation  and  the  second  is 
contemplation  on  abstract  truth,  while  the  third  step  is  to  know  that  the 
will  must  control  a  wandering  mind,  that  has  ever  reveled  in  the  sen- 
sual concreteness  of  earth,  that  would  much  prefer  to  mentally  tear  a 
flower  to  pieces,  just  to  see  how  it  was  made,  rather  than  to  meditate 
upon  its  wonderful  creative  beauty,  in  the  sense  of  its  wholeness. 

Right  here  is  where  the  real  battle  is  fought  between  a  mind 
roving  aimlessly,  like  a  wild  colt,  and  the  Spirit-will,  holding  the  mind 
unto  an  abstract  truth  in  tense  meditation. 

The  fourth  step  is  to  hold  the  mind  in  strict  one-pointedness  in 
spiritual  concentration,  without  a  break  in  the  beauty  and  grandeur 
of  the  truth  meditated  upon,  and  not  to  be  disturbed  by  any  concrete 
differentiation  whatever,  or  any  outside  disturbance  of  objective  life. 
When  this  discipline  is  obtained,  it  is  possible  to  touch  in  spiritual 
repose  the  spiritual  unity  of  the  "  Father  in  me  and  I  in  you," 
where  the  mind  is  "  tamed  "  from  concreteness  and  rests  abstractly 
in  a  "  pivotal  centre,"  being  under  complete  control  of  the  Spirit-will, 
where  it  can  be  set  to  spiritually  meditate  upon  this  or  that  truth  and 
return  again  to  abstract  repose. 

A  mind  thus  trained  to  look  within,  may  at  times  come  in  touch 
with  the  outer  edge  of  immortal.  Life,  and  may  positively  know  while 
on  earth,  that  death  is  not,  but  is  swallowed  up  in  spiritual  victory. 

The  Sleep  State  comes  the  nearest  to  the  subjective  Life,  or 
abstract  repose  state  of  any  ordinary  earth  state,  and  it  is  a  fact,  that 
man  can  come  more  easily  in  touch  with  immortal  Life,  just  before 
entering,  or  at  once  after  coming  from  the  "  sleep "  state.  The 
spiritual  child,  however,  unlike  the  sensual  man,  never  looses  the 
consciousness  of  his  own  Ego,  or  that  I  is  I,  and  yet  his  sleep  is 
"  sound,"  although  even  there  he  may  come  in  touch  in  "  visions  of 
the  night  "  with  the  immortal  Life. 

Visions. 

Ananias  was  directed  in  a  "vision"  to  go  into  a  street  called 
Straight,  and  inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one  Saul  of  Tarsus, 
for  behold  he  prayeth  and  Saul  also  saw  in  a  "vision"  Ananias 
coming  and  putting  his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight. 
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Paul  was  freed  by  a  divine  Love  energy  in  "  righteousness,  peace 
and  joy  in  the  divine  Spirit,"  that  revealed  a  divine  etheric  Light, 
interpenetrating  our  atmosphere,  *ven  from  the  moment  of  his  con- 
version, thus  giving  him  a  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  spiritual  or 
immortal  Life  world,  which  freed  him  absolutely  from  the  law  of  neces- 
sity under  self-desire,  which  freedom  even  removed  the  sting  of  death. 

"  Then  was  the  secret  revealed  unto  Daniel  in  a  night  vision  ;  then 
Daniel  blessed  the  God  of  heaven."    Dan.  2  :  19. 

"And  I  saw  in  a  vision."    Dan.  10  :  7. 

"  For  God  speaketh  once,  yea  twice,  yet  man  perceiveth  it  not ;  in 
a  dream,  in  a  vision  of  the  night."    Job  33  :  14,  15. 

"  And  the  Spirit  lifted  me  up  between  the  earth  and  the  heaven, 
and  brought  me  in  the  '  vision  of  God  '  to  Jerusalem."    Ezekiel  8  :  3. 

"  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  precious  in  those  days,  there  was 
no  'open  vision.'  "     1  Samuel  3  :  1. 

"And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  time  Samuel  was  laid  down  to  sleep,  that 
the  Lord  called  Samuel,  and  he  answered,  here  am  I."   1  Sam.  3  :  3,4. 

Note  that  this  was  just  before,  or  while  preparing  to  enter  the 
sleep  state. 

"Where  there  is  no  vision  the  people  (spiritually)  perish." 
Prov.  29  :  18. 

While  Peter  thought  (or  meditated,  or  concentrated)  on  the 
vision,  the  Spirit  said  unto  him  (clairaudiently),  "behold  three  men 
seek  thee."    Acts  10:  19. 

"And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night.  There  stood  a  (living) 
man  of  Macedonia  (clairaudiently  and  clairvoyantly)  and  prayed 
him,"  saying,  "  come  over  to  Macedonia  and  help  us."    Acts  16:9. 

This  earthly  man  must  have  come  to  Paul  while  Paul  was  awake, 
and  while  he,  a  living  man,  was  asleep,  the  brain  tenement  being 
at  rest,  and  he  moving  in  his  immortal  body,  consciously  or  uncon- 
sciously, according  to  spiritual  development. 

"  At  midday,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a  Light  from  heaven, 
above  the  brightness  of  the  Sun,  I  heard  a  voice  speaking  unto  me." 
Acts  26  :  13,  14. 

"  To  concentrate  on  (spiritual)  Light  in  the  head,  will  cause  you 
to  see  divine  beings  and  to  touch  the  solar  forces. — Patanjali. 

"  Mine  eyes  prevent  the  night  watches  that  I  might  meditate  on 
thy  Word."    Psalm  119:  148. 

Peace  be  unto  you ! 
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Laconics. 


He  does  me  the  greatest  good,  who  is  satisfied  to  show  me  the 
««  hidden  "  truths  of  my  own  faith. 

We  move  on  the  path  of  action,  and  whether  it  is  sacrificial  Love, 
or  the  uneasy  passion  of  self-desire  as  an  incentive,  yet  we  learn  our 
lesson  and  thereby  come  nearer  to  Truth  or  God. 

The  tragedy  of  existence,  whether  of  pain  or  pleasure,  moves  us 
nearer  to  Reality. 

The  law  of  divine  sacrifice  gave  us  an  earthly  birth,  and  under  its 
influence  we  may  attain  unto  Reality. 

The  selfless  Path  leads  to  that  Light  of  Reality  that  Emerson 
sought  in  vain  in  the  "  alone." 

The  world  is  crying  out  for  sympathy  as  never  before.  The 
receiver  must  exist  for  the  giver.  The  heart  of  divine  Love  reaches 
out  to  men  as  never  before.  Men,  even  in  our  phlegmatic  cities,  are 
beginning  to  scan  the  faces  of  the  multitude,  for  just  a  trace  of  the 
divine  essence  of  brotherhood. 

The  world  under  the  law  of  necessity,  will  listen,  when  it  is  com- 
pelled to  listen,  first  to  fear  and  then  to  Love. 

The  teacher  in  humility,  and  under  the  law  of  brotherhood, 
touches  a  divine  child-consciousness,  and  thus  after  the  sense  of 
separateness  is  destroyed,  restores  the  divine  equilibrium  of  spiritual 
equality  and  brotherhood. 

The  soul  is  of  hybrid  formation,  resultant  from  spiritual  Con- 
sciousness linked  with  self-desire,  through  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  in 
the  sense  of  separateness. 

A  bookworm  may  become  confused  by  other  men's  minds  ;  and, 
drifting  helpless,  cannot  come  in  spiritual  touch  with  his  sub-conscious 
self. 

Beware  of  your  own  soul  when  all  men  speak  well  of  you.  By 
flattery  we  are  stabbed. 

This  life  is  simply  a  feeder,  or  lower  lung,  for  the  Higher  Self  in 
its  immortal  existence. 
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The  law  of  competition  never  was,  and  never  will  be,  abolished  ; 
but  it  can  and  will  merge  humanity  into  a  divine  unity,  under  the 
law  of  sacrifice.  There  is  no  break  in  Nature,  from  a  man-eating 
tiger,  even  unto  a  Jesus  competing  with  priest-craft  on  the  straight 
and  narrow  Path. 

Learn  to  be  patient,  sleep  well,  practice  spiritual  concentration,  and 
you  may  be  able  to  listen  to  Nature's  Harp,  either  by  the  physical  ear, 
or  by  spiritual  intuition.  Turn  thou  not  aside  unto  the  psychic  flame, 
for  every  flower  that  it  shows  thee  has  a  serpent  coiled  under  its  stem. 

Deep  within  the  heart  of  Nature 

Is  Love  and  Light  and  Consciousness  ; 

Where  is  buried  past  and  future, 

Immortal  Life,  that  few  can  guess, — 

Few  can  guess. 

O  the  all-containedness, 

In  its  unity 

And  infinity, 

Of  Nature-consciousness. 

The  Higher  Self  as  Spirit,  that  goes  to  God  who  gave  it,  is  one 
with  God  and  therefore  sinless. 

A  rain-drop  may  fall  into  the  ocean,  being  one  with  the  ocean, 
and  yet  not  to  pose  as  the  ocean. 

The  heart  of  Nature  reposes  in  abstract  mood,  and  beats  joyously 
in  its  subjective  home. 

The  Church  has  not  yet  struck  the  spiritual  "key  note"  of  the 
inner  Life  of  Christ,  which  is  abstract  mind  moving  godlike  in  medi- 
tation upon  the  divine  law  of  sacrifice. 

Theologic  schools  might  turn  out  occult  men,  with  the  divine 
power  of  Jesus  and  the  disciples,  moving  in  the  straight  Path  of 
divine  teachership,  being  bathed  in  unity  and  spiritual  meditation, 
until  they  reflect  immortal  Life  upon  the  earth. 

How  long  will  spiritual  dogmatism  lead  humanity  away  from  the 
mystic  Reality  of  immortal  Life,  that  like  God,  now  is,  and  simply 
awaits  a  recognition  from  spiritual  humanity. 

The  Church  ought  to  be  able  to  produce  men,  who  could  not 
only  obtain  "glimpses,"  like  myself  (a  child  of  commercialism)  of  the 
immortal  Life,  but  who  might  advance  to  a  profound  spiritual  position 
on  the  Path  of  the  quaker  faith,  where  they  could  avert  a  disaster 
like  the  burning  of  the  steamer  Gen.  S/oc?im,  in  New  York  harbor, 
with  a  thousand  sabbath-school  children  on  board. 
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Our  sense  of  separateness,  or  selfish  egoism,  holds  us  back  from 
sacrificial  unity,  yet  there  is  danger  from  the  other  end  of  the  "teter- 
board,"  where  we  may  drop  from  divine  teachership  under  a  weak- 
ened will,  into  the  lap  of  spiritual  domination,  or  leadership. 

God  is  the  Circle  of  Life,  whose  circumference  is  nowhere  and 
whose  center  is  everywhere. —  TJieo-Sophia. 

Rejoice  and  weep  if  you  can  with  other  people,  but  let  not  thy 
soul  rejoice  or  weep  within  itself,  or  for  itself.  The  wise  grieve 
neither  for  the  living,  nor  for  the  dead  ;  even  David  ceased  to  weep 
when  his  son  was  no  more. 

The  source  of  true  happiness  is  in  sacrificial  unity,  not  self- 
desire.  Flee  if  you  can  from  the  fruit  of  pleasure,  and  welcome  the 
lesson  of  pain  and  sorrow,  that  turns  you  from  the  path  of  self. 

Every  act  of  our  life  is  a  cause,  binding  us  to  an  effect  ;  except 
the  act  is  the  fruit  of  a  selfless,  or  sacrificial  Love. 

Even  in  the  center  of  a  whirlwind,  it  is  said,  there  is  a  point  of  rest. 

The  law  of  sacrifice  leads  to  a  spiritual  unity  of  Consciousness, 
and  this  state  is  the  "key"  that  will  touch  immortal  Life  while  yet 
living  on  the  earth. 

Truth  is  a  living  stream,  ever  moving,  and  those  who  anchor  to  a 
cast-iron,  tin-roof  creed,  can  never  drink  deep  of  its  "living  Waters." 

We  doubt  whatever  we  cannot  see.  How  many  professed 
christians  have  a  living  faith  in  a  life  such  as  was  given  to  an  Elijah, 
a  Jesus,  a  Peter,  or  a  Paul  ? 

The  "classes"  ever  lead  the  "masses"  on  the  path  of  self-desire, 
and  so  is  it  any  wonder  that  the  latter  occasionally  strike  ? 

Swedenborg  knew  that  the  celestial  Sun,  or  the  Word,  was  a  fact 
in  Nature's  ether. 

Without  mysticism  in  the  Church,  there  cannot  be,  except  in  an 
emotional  sense,  a  living  faith. 

Father-matter  and  Spirit-mother,  both  are  facts  in  Nature,  and 
our  life  electric  current  pulsates  between  the  two. 

True  aristocracy  melts  into  goodness  and  spiritual  brotherhood, 
and  therefore  is  in  sympathy  with  all  Nature.

Wisdom,  knowledge  shall  ye  gather, 
"  For  I  must  go  unto  the  Father." 

O  will  ye  not  believe. 

Cease  Thomas-like  to  grieve 

And  doubt, 

When  mystic  Path, 

Not  divine  wrath, 

Shall  put  to  rout 

Legions  of  doubt. 

Removing  carnal  mind  and  matter, 

That  dense  doth  ever  shatter, 

As  scripture  saith, 

Immortal  faith. 

O  faith,  ye  move  in  intuition, 

Unto  divine  fruition, 

To  know  immortal  Life, 

Outside  of  earthly  strife. 

Elijah  shall  return  again, 

The  Samuel-Light,  the  mystic  rain 

Shall  flash  from  God's  electric*  shore. 

Man  shall  arise  divine  to  God, 

Shall  cease  to  mourn  o'er  tomb  and  sod, 

Shall  know  that  Life  and  Light  and  Love, 

Can  reach  the  soul  from  God  above.
